Elimination of red tape and the presenit system 
of Bureaucracy. 

Abolition of the promotional examination feature 
of the normal school extension work and substite- 
tion of a differently organized merit system. 


_ Dr. De Bey Outlines Plan. 

The reorganization plan, embracing rad- 
ical departures from present methods of 
school direction, was made known at a meet- 
ing of educators by Dr. Cornelia De Bey, 
Inember of the school board. Dr: De Bey yes 
terday, for the first time, outlined the plan 
in detail to a representative of Tru Trib- 
UNB. 

The school trustee prefaced her ‘statement 
with the declaration that she could not pre- 
sugne to speak for other members of the 
school board, and hence would tonfine her- 
self to aw expression of her own views. It 
is well known ih school board circles that 
Dr. De Bey’s views are shared by a majority 
of the present board of education. It is an- 
ticipated by board. members thet the re- 
organization plan de carried out before 
year.

ers ‘kind principals tn each district eta meas- 
ure of local self-government by adapting, as 
far as possible, the national statehood gov- 
ernment pian to the feeds of the local schoo! 
government. Conceiving each district to bear 
the same relation to the school board that 
each state bears to the national government 
at Washington, the school districts would 
elect representatives to sit in the central 
organization of the teachers. 

It would be the function of this central 
organization, comprised of delegates, rep- 
resenting the teachers and principals in the 
various districts, to supervise and direct the 
work of the teaching forcé in the whole sys- 
tem. Each district would have a committee 
to handle the local situations and to strength- 
en the weak spots in the different schools ip 
the district.. Should one group: of teachers 
in the district appear to be weak in math- 
ematics the committee would select the best 
mathematician in the district and send her 
into that school to hold an “ educational 
clinic.”” This same méthod would be oar- 
ried into effect in the work of strengthening 
all weak spots in the educational fabric of 
the district. 


Would Find. Teachers’ Efficiency. 

In short order, according to Dr. De Bey, 
the institute or clinic work would make 
known to all the really strong and the actu- 
ally weak teachers and principals in the sys- 
tem. The clinic work, she urged; naturally 
would establish a systens for sifting out in- 
competents. In this process of sifting, every 
teacher, she declared, would be measured by 
the same rule and from those measuring up 
to the highest standard of efficiency, prin- 
cipals would be selected. 

The present principals either would fail 
or succeed in their clinic work. Failure would 
mean dismissal, but not without a trial con- 
ducted by a trial board consisting of board 
members and.an advisory board made up of 
teachers, principals, and supervisors. Suc- 
cess would mean retention and ultimately 
promotion. In the event of their failure to 
measure up to the standards, the organized 
bodies of principals and teachers would nomi- 
nate a successor. The names of the nomi- 
nees would be sent to the district commit- 
tee or even to the central organization. There 
the list would be gone over, pruned, and 
finally one name selected. This name would 


Phe sent to the superintendent of schools, who 


would be privileged either to veto the nomi- 
nation or concur in MH. The final election 
would be made by the board of education, 
which invariably would comceur in the choice 
of the organized bodies of teachers and.prin- 


cipals. 
Would Bar Politics. 

** Polities would not find play in this ar- 
rangement,” declared Dr. De Bey, “ because 
efficiency, demonstrated by practical work, 
would be the consideration upon which nom- 
inations would be based.:”’ 

Dr. De Bey outlined the following plan 
of substituting “critics” selected ~y the 
organized principals and teachers for the 
present corps of district superintendents: 

The district committees would name from 
their number a certain number of “ critics,”’ 

whose duty it would be to, perform the werk 
of supervision now done by the six disérict 
superintendents. After these critics had 
served a year or two they would be eligible 
to become principals upon passing an<axam- 
ination. The twelve “ critics ” would bepaid 
the same amount in salary that is now re- 
cetved by. the six district superintendents. 

“In this way,” dechred Dr. De Bey, 
* every principal elected would have a know!- 
edge of the school system as a whole, and 
would be able to bring this larger know!l- 
edge to his school, thus overcuming pro- 
vincialism. One of the greatest handicaps to 
educational progress today im Cricago is that 
the principals’ experience is coufined withtn 
the four walis of his school. 

“It is impossible for the rfx district su- 
perintendente to get close enough to the work

Bishop William C. Doane Lays Di- 
voree Evil at Pastors’ Doors. 


FROTHY SENTIMENT BLAMED. 


Church Must Reform Society, Dr. Van 
Dyke Tells Conference. 


‘New York, Nov. 16—[Special.]—Bishop 
Willian Croswell Doane addressed the inter- 


erate to uavetings, on this there must be 
ho attitude other than that of the most un- 
conrpromising unity. The audience filled the 
hall. The bishop said in part: 

“We are confronted and confounded in 
our day and in our land with a comidition of 
things which discredits our country, dishon- 
ors our Christianity, disgraces our manhood 
and our womanhood in the unparalleled fre- 
quency and unlimited facility of divorce. 
Against this hideous and horrible infection 
the Christian church, under whatever name, 
must stand together as ome. Here is the 
place not for federation only or combination 
or codperation but of absolute, impregnable 
unity. 

“ The place to begin is not in the legislature 
or divorce courts, but in teaching from the 
pulpit, the insistence of the ministry, the 
influence of Christian manhood and woman- 
hood for the solemnity and sacredness of 
marriage. 


Careless Preachers Responsible. 


“The hastiness and thoughtlessness of 
men and women who really are boys and girls 
in betrothals from mere impulse, with frothy 
sentiment or foul passion; commercial match- 
making for place, for title, for money; the 
careless, criminal negligence of the clergy- 
men to find out the condition and circum- 
stances of the persons coming to them for 
marriage, are at the bottom of the misery of 
$0 much married life today, : 

“ And as one studies the surroundings of 
what is called wedding in our time one cah- 
not but deplore the irreverent confusion and 
display which drowns the religiousness and 
disturbs the dignity of the service itself, the 
vulgar violation of modesty and privacy 


’ which belong to the entrance into this holy 


estate, the horseplay of placarded trunks 
and labeled carriages, with railway trains 
and stations crowded with neisy outsiders 
and reeking with pelted rice.”’ 

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, who followed, de 
clared the ideal society to be the goal of all 
churches. He said: “The federation of 
churches that does nothing for society is a 
traitor to humanity, an infidel to Clerist. 
When the ideal society is found there will be 
no more churches, no more ministers, no more 
courts, no more judges. 


World Dependent on the Church. 


‘“‘It will be an ill day for the Christian 
church when she accepts the current delusion 
that the world can be formed from the out-~- 
side. No man was, nor ever will be, made 
straight by statutes. The church must con- 
demn the criminals outside the prisons as 
well as those on the inside. 

** What shall the church in the future say 
to the present state of busitiess, which under 
the guise of competition hides in its prac- 
tices @n anarchistic, atheistic view of the 
universe? Shall she not say that the in- 
dustrial system which produces this condition 
is out of joint? 

“What shall the church say of society, or 
‘sassiety, as a few hundred people of the 
idie rich call it In their own corrupt lan- 
guage, with hearts rotten with vanity and 
imbecile with falsehood?’ ¥ 

Men Needed in Sunday Schools.

“It was a great loss when Sunday schools 
were set apart almost entirely for the chil- 
dren, taught By ladies, excellent as they 
always are.

Public sentiment in favor of 
railway rate regulations has become stronger 
instead of weaker during the vacation of con- 
gress. 

Men Uke President Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford, President Cassatt 
of the Pennsyivania, and President Baer of 
the Reading have come to the conclusion 
that it will be impossible to prevent the 
passage of a law providing for the regula- 
tion of railroad rates by a government com- 
mission, as urged by President Roosevelt. 
These railroad magnates, and others, haye 
accordingly begur to frame a compromise 
bill, which, after all, fs largely along thé 
line taken by President Roosevelt, but which 
aims most particularly to strengthen and 
dignify the commission, 


Proposition by the Railroads. 


The railroad proposition is that a railroad 
rate commission shall be created, composed 
of about’ nine’ members, who shail each be 
given a salary of $1,000 a month, and who 
shall be professionali railroad experts or law- 
yers. In this way it is hoped to improve the 
personnel of the commission to such an ex- 
tent that its decisions can safely be followed 
by the railroads themselves, 

In addition to thir the railroads’ com- 
promise embodies a proposition that any de- 
cision of the commission shall be subject toa 
writ of injunction issued by’ any competent

Depew Disclaims Guilty Knowledge. 

Senator w waa called soon after Mr. 
Odell left the stand. The senator has aged 
considerably in the last year and his ap- 
pearance in this respect was a subject of 
comment. 

Senator Depew disclaimed all knowledge 
of the so-called yellow dog funds in the 
Equitable. He said that he knew ina general 
way that campaign contributions had been 
made by the society, but that he never had 
been consulted in regard to any of them, 

Mr. Hughes asked for Mr. Depew’s opinion 
in regard to the propriety of campaign con- 
tributions by corporations. Senator Depew 
expressed the hope that both the state and 
the national legislatures would pass laws 
prohibiting them. 

Mr. Depew said that the first he knew of 
any syndicate transactions in the Equitable 
was one day when -George H. Squier, the 
society’s financial manager, brought such 
transactions to the attention of the board 
of directors. 


Didnt Know Society Spéculated. 


The first syndicates with which Senator 
Depew had anything to do was in Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy bonds a few years 
ago. Mr. Squier was the manager of the 
Mr. Depew didn't know anything 
about the syndicate. He was in Europe when 
it was closed up. He didn’t know until re- 
cently that the money used In the traneac- 
tion was borrewed@ from the Equitable and 
paid badk, after the profits had been re- 
ceived, with 4 per cent interest. 

He fully expected when he entered the syn- 
dicate to be called upon for money. If he 
bad known that the Equitable’s money was 
to be used, he would not have become a 
participant. All tokd, Mr. Depew had par- 
ticipated in seven syndicates in which the 
Equitable was concerned. He had made a 
net profit on the seven of only $1,391. He 
tost $20,000 in the International Mercantile 
Marine syndicate. 

Mr. Depew enlarged upon ‘the statement 
which he made to Supt. Hendricks explain- 
ing the $20,000 annual retainer which he 
drew from the Equitable for almost twenty 
years, but gave practically the same ex- 
cuse. He said that he was accustomed to 
advise Henry B. Hyde, the founder of the 
Equitable, on matters concerning the Equita- 
ble’s investments; that Mr. Hyde, in the 
earlier days of the society, used to drop 
around at Senator Depew’s house in the 
mornings and evenings, seeking this informa- 
tion. Mr. Hyde desired to be in a position 
where he could cal more freely upon Senator 
Depew for his services, and he offered him 
the retainer. 

Retained as Official Adviser. 

One of the elder Hyde’s deathbed injunc- 
tions*to his son, James Hazen Hyde, accord- 
ing to Senator Depew, was that the young 
man should go to Senator Depew and request 
him to continue his relations with the society. 
Young Mr. Hyde did that, and ever since the 
death of Henry B. Hyde until recently Mr. 
Depew advised and counseled President 
James W. Alexander and the younger Mr. 
Hyde. 

Mr. Depew denied that he ever had coun- 
seled any of the Equitable officers in regard 
to the retaining of counsel in legislative mat- 
ters. He knew nothing about the supervising 
work which the Equitable and other com- 
panies had Gone at Albany and in other state 
capitals. Mr. Depew declared that he never 
had supported any legislation or opposed any 
on behalf of any insurance company, 

Mr. Depew went into the Equitable loan to 
the Depew Improvement company, stating 
the facts practically as he did before Supt. 
Hendricks. He declared that the suggestion 
of the rhise in James H. Hyde's salary from 
$75,000 to $100,000 did not originate with him. 
It was suggested to him éither by Mr. Hyde 
or Mr. Alexander. He was inclined to think 
that Mr. Alexander made the suggestion. 

Mr. Depew said that all he knew about 
the much talked of Hydeappointment as am- 
bassador to France was that Mr. Hyde came 
to him about a year ago and said that such 
an appointment had been suggested to him by 
his friends. Mr. Depew said that he advised 
Mr. Hyde that such an appointment would 
be highly improper and extraordinary for 
aman of hisage. Later, Mr:‘Dépew said, Mr. 
Hyde came to him againwith further asser- 
tions that his friends, were .urging this, and 
Mr. Depew made up his. mind to speak to 
President Roosevelt about it.” The senator 
did speak to the president, and found that a 
strong attempt had been made to get him 
appointed. 


Bankers Help Hide Assets. 


It was disclosed through the testimony of 
John Gilchrist, head of the Equitable’s se- 
curities department, that the banking firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. apparently has co- 
operated for several years with officers of the 
society in hoodwinking the state insurance 
department in regard to the amount of the 
latter’s cash balance. 

A statement by the Equitable officers 
showed that tn 1900 the society made col- 
lateral loans to Kuhn, Loeb & Co. amount- 
ing to $5,000,000, a few days before the end 
of the year. Im 1901 there were loans at 
about the same date aggregating $5,000,000; 
in 1902 there were further loans of the same 
sort made in the names of clerks of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co.'s office to the amount of $9,000,- 
000, and in 1904 the loans amounted to $10,- 
250,000. :

“ Every effert will be made to ascertain 
who put up the $5,000 bail and who employed 
counsel fo defend Krup. The failure of Krup 
to appear in court was as flagrant a deflance 
of law asleverheardof, The disappearance 
of Krup is the best confirmation of the state- 
ment made by me in court urging that his 
bail be imcreased. I believe there were rea- 
sons apart from reasons of his own why 
Krup did not appear.”’ 


$5,000 Bail Is Forfeited. 


' Justice Davy declared the $5,000 bail forfeit- 


ed... Krup’s case was reached at 2 o’clock, 
but at the request of counsel was postponed 
for an hour. At 8 o’clock there was still no 
sign of the defendant. His lawyers, Abra- 
ham Levy and former Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Charlies P. Dillon, said they had left him 
but a short time before, and he had Assured 
them he would be in court. Attorney Gen 

eral Mayer, moving for a forféiture of bail 

declared he was not surprised at the turn of 
affairs. : 

‘If this defendant has left town,’’ declared 
the attorney general,“ I know with whom 
he was last seen, and will know How to pro- 
ceed. I thought somebody must have been 
greatly interested in.Krup to put up $5,000 
bail for him just to secure his liberty fora 
few hours.”’

ST. PETERSBURG TIED UP. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 17, 2:25 a. m.— 
Though the industrial tieup in St. Peters- 
burg yesterday was even more complete than 
it was on Wednesday, and though no break 
has been manifested in the ranks of the 
workmen and strikes have begun at Moscow 
and Reval, the most important feature of 
yesterday's developments was the failure of 
the walkout to spread generally outside the 
capital. 

The movement apparently lacks the spon- 
taneity and contagiousness of the last great 
strike, which broke out at Moscow, and dis- 
patches received from the industrial centers 
of Russia up to this hour show little inclina- 
tion on the part of the workmen to take up 
cudgels in behalf of Poland. 


45,000 Out at Moscow. 

The factory strike at Moscow, which has 
assumed considerable proportions, probably 
45,000 men being out, has no direct connection 
with the St. Petersburg walkout, and dis- 
patches from the old capital say that the rail. 
road men received the request of the St. Pe- 
tersburg strike commiftee coldly. 

The whole great network of railroads cen- 
tering at Moscow, except the St. Petersburg 
line, is still in operation. At Reval the em- 
ployés of the railroad shops struck, but the 
reason for the strike is not stated. 

In St. Petersburg yesterday passed with 
complete order. Patrols were visible in all 
the industrial quarters, and Cossacks were 
trotting up and down the Nevsky prospect 
among the swiftly dashing carriages anda 
sleighs, but the workmen, in obedience to the 
orders of the strike committee, kept generally 
indoors and did not attempt demonstrations, 

go that there was no occasion for a resort to 
cooks toavert trouble. 


Rumors of a Dictatorship. 
A panic prevailed on the bourse today as 
the result of a rumor that the Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaievitch, commander of the 
Imperial Guards, had been appointed mili- 
tary dictator. 

There was a stampede of holders of indus- 
trial stocks, who hastened to unload. Gov- 
ernment lotteries fell 25 points to 400, and 
imperial 4s dropped to 83%, a lower point 
than touched at any time during the war. 

M. Vouich, chief of premier de Witte's 

chancellerie, authorized a positive denial of 
the rumor that a dictator had been appointed. 
He also declared that it had not been decided 
to declare martial law in St. Petersburg. He 

ed: 
OT ase matters have not reached such 
a desperatestage. For the moment the gov- 
ernment is waiting to see what will be the 
popular response, not oniy in St. Petersburg 
but throughout the country, to the appeal 
for a genera! strike, instigated by the social 
democrats. Since the former general strike 
the emperor’s reform manifesto has been 
issued, and it is. necessary for the govern- 
ment to understand clearly how far the peo- 
ple and public opinion support such a move- 
ment before reaching a decision as to the 
course to pursue.” 
Drastic Measure May Be Needed. 

While neither a dictatorship nor martial 
law for St. Petersburg or Russia proper 
has been decided upon, there is no doubt that 
the De Witte cabinet bas been already com- 
pelled to consider the possibility of the gov- 
ernment being driven to extreme measures. 

The attitude of the moderates who natural- 
ly would be expected to support the govern- 


*ment at such a crisis leayes the government 


unless it is prepared to immediately con- 
voke a constituent assembly based on uni- 
versal suffrage, no choice between the an- 
archy which the revolutionists are trying to 
create and yegerares.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 17, 5:48 a. m.— 
The imperial manifesto conveying to the 
peasants part of the imperial domain was 
issued this morning. 

By its terms the land redentygingg#ex pay- 
ments from Jan. 14, 1906, will be reduced by 
one-half and from Jan. 14, 1907, thepayments 
will be ‘totally abolished. At the eame time 
the capital of the peasants’ bank is increased 
and the bank is granted additional loan privi- 
leges with the object of facilitating to the ut- 
most the purchase of lands by peasants. 

It is estimated that the amount of taxation 
thus lifted from the peasants by the mani- 
festo will aggregate $40,000,000, while the ex- 
tension of the field of operations of the peas- 
ants’ bank will enable vast tracts of crown 
and private lands gradually to become the 
property of the peasants. 


FALSE EMPEROR APPEARS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 16.—A false em- 
peror has made his appearance near Penza, 
and already his followers number 50,000. 
This is the startling report received this aft- 
ernoon in a dispatch from Simbirsk. 

Penza is in the heart of the vast region ex- 
tending westward from the Volga, where 
agrarian uprisings on a large scale have been 
occurring, and if the report turns out to be 
true that the pretender to the throne has 
placed himself at*the head of the peasantry 
the govermment will soon face besides its 
other troubles a formidable agrarian re- 
bellion. 

It required a year to supprese the famous 
rebellion led by Pugaticheff, who imper- 
sonated the dethroned and murdered Peter 
III. in the time of Catherine II. That upris- 
ing was started in the same region, on the 
banks of the Volga. 


TRYING TO PACIFY TIFLIS. 

TTFLIS, Nov. 16.—The viceroy has ordered 
the Mberation of all persons arrested by ad- 
ministrative order and has issued a procia- 
mation appealing to the population to utilize 
the granting of freedom of speech and meet- 
ing to ald in the realization of reforms out- 
lined in the imperial manifesto, and to co- 
operate with the authorities in suppressing 
the extreme element of the population. 

The viceroy has also returned to the Ar 
meman clergy the Shusha seminary, which 
was closed in .1903. 

In the mountains of Caucasgia the race war 
betweem the Tartars and Armenians con- 
tinues. Two Tartar villages were stormed 
by Armenians a few days 4go. . Many of the 
Tartars were killed and their boddes were 
horribly mutilated, the arma, ears, and noses 
being cut off. 

The Armenians burned 255 houses and drove 
off all the live stock belonging to the Tartars. 


SIX MUTINEERS SHOT. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Spencer Eddy, 
chargé (affaires of the American embassy 
in St. Petersburg, today cabled the state 
department that pardons have been granted 
to the Cronstadt mutineers except six, who 
were shot today. Mr. Eddy adds that the 
giving of imperial lands and action on the 
Cronstadt mutineers may do much toward 
stopping trouble. He says |

ADVISE THE JEWS TO ARM 


SPEAKERS SAY: RESIST RUSSIAN 
MOBS WITH FORCE. 


Radical Measures Advised by Men 
Who Address Great West Side 
Massmeeting—Clarence Darrow and 
Cel. Lewis Urge Peaceful Methods— 
Relief Fund Reaches a Total of 
$56,001, Actual Receipts, and Mon- 
¢y Pours In Faster Each Day. 


Russian revolutionists who met in the West 
Side auditorium, Taylor street and Center 
avenue, last night, advocated the doctrine of 
forcible resistance and “a life for a life ” in 
the struggle against the mobs who are assail- 
ing Russian Jews. 

Several refugees, who recently had fled 
from the scenes, talked, and contributions 
amounting to $200 were given to be sent to 
the “ bunds” in Geneva and Russia for the 
purpose of arming the Jews against future 
attacks. 

Clarence Darrow, Corporation Counsel 
Lewis, and Seymour Steadman were among 
the speakers, but only the latter declared in 
favor of arming the Jews instead of aiding in 
their escape-from the country. 

Speaking after the radical utterances of 
Mr. Steadman and Mr. Darrow, Col. Lewis 
hastened to disclaim any sympathy with the 
proposed movement and said that had he un- 
derstood the nature of the gathering more 
fully he might have had to “ deny himself the 
pleasure of attending it.”’ 


Exile Arouses Audience. 


A. Litman, a Russian exile, described the 
massacre and aroused the audience by a 
fierce denunciation of the Russian govern- 
ment and the Christian nations who remained 
passive. Mr. Steadman commented upon the 
silence of President Roosevelt in the face of 
recent atrocities and his message of sym- 
pathy after the assassination of Grand Duke 
Sergius, who was pictured as a “ monster. of 
iniquity.” 

Mr. Darrow was applauded loudly at his 
introduction. He deprecated resorting to 
force. He spoke of the tribulations of Jews 
jn America and asserted that recent riots in 
the Ghetto had been the outcropping of racial 
hatred and that the assailants of peddlers and 
others had escaped prosecution. Twenty 
young women, appointed by the chair, moved 
about in the hall during the speeches and 
urged the 1,000 persons present to contribute 


» liberally.

“ We appeal to the president of the United 
States and the secretary of state to act on 
behaif of America, conjointly with the ciy- 
ilized nations of the earth, in order to pro- 
tect defenseless men, women, and innocent 
babies from wanton butchery, amd to end the 
riot and rapine which disgraces the civiliza- 
tion of the twentieth century and isa menace 
to the peace of the world.’’ 

Want President to Intervene. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 16.—The select 
branch of city councils today unanimously 
adopted a resolution asking President Roose- 
velt “ to exert his influence, even though un- 
warranted by diplomatic precedent, in every 
possible way to cause a cessation of’ those 
abominable atrocities which are a shock to 
the whele world,”’ 


CURZON TELLS WHY HE QUIT. 


Retiring Viceroy of India Declares At- 
tempt to Give Kitchener Free Hand 
Made Step Imperative. 


BOMBAY, Nov. 14—Loréd Curzon of Ked- 
leston, the retiring viceroy of India, made 
a frank avowal tonight of the reasons for his 
resignation. 

He resigned, he said, on no personal 
grounds, but in defense of two great princi- 
ples: First, that there should be an inde- 
structible subordination of the military to the 
civil authority, and, second, the necessity 
of paying becoming regard to the Indian 
authority in determining the needs of India. 

Lord Curzon contended that in sacrificing 
himeelf in defense of these principles he had 
the great preponderance of Indian opinion 
behind him, and predicted that, should the 
day ever come when the viceroy would be 
treated as the mere puppet of the home gov- 
ernment, the justification for the post would 
cease to exist. He said he did not believe 
that the administrative wisdom of his coun- 
trymen would ever tolerate such a blunder. 


KING EDWARD SPRAINS ANKLE. 


Engiand’s Ruler Trips and Falls While 
Shooting in Windsor Forest—In- 
jary Not Serious. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—King Edward, while 
shooting in Windsor forest today, tripped 
and fell, spraining his ankle.

FRICK OFFER IS SCORNED. 


Steel Magnate’s Proposal to Give 
$100 Attacked Because the 
Money Is “Tainted.” 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 16—Misa Mary §F. 
McDowell, president of the Women’s Trade 
Union league, and Miss Gertrude Barnum, 
secretary, both of Chicago, addressed the con- 
vention of the American Federation of Labor 
at the afternoon session. 

Both the women made an earnest plea for 
the adoption of a resolution presented by 
Thomas I. Kidd requesting that congress 
make an appropriation to be used to Investi- 
gate the conditions existing among the wom- 
en workers in the United States. 

Miss McDowell said there were 2,000,000 
women in this country who wére compelied 
to make their own living. The union men at 
present were not as heipful to these women 
as they shouid be, she said, but as these fe- 
male toilers had to work they must either 
be codperators with the federation mem- 
bers or its competitors. The résolution was 
unanimously adopted. . 


Labor Unions and the Church. 

The Rev. Charles Stelze of Chicago, super- 
intendent of the department of church and 
labor of the Presbyterian church in Amer- 
ica, then addressed the convention, speak- 
ing of trade unionism and its relation to the 
church. He said: 

“The organized church and organized la- 
bor stand for the same principles. If I 
thought the church did not stand for these 
principles I would abandon it immediately. 
Trade unionism has accomplished much for 
the people of this country, and, while I under- 
Stand that unionism is responsible for a 
number of evils, its good deeds overshadow 
all the evilones. The ministers of the church 
are not well enough acquainted with union- 
ism and its principles, and I will say now 
that it will be my aim to teach the 8,U0U9 
preachers of the Presbyterian faith in this 
country more about the ethics of unionism in 
the next year.”’ 


Attack on H. C. Frick. 

Quite a flurry was started during the fore- 
noon session that H. C. Frick, the Pitts- 
burg steel magnate, ‘had contributed $100 to 
the entertainment fynd raised by citizens of 
Pittsburg. 

Delegate Johannessen of Chicago offered a 
resolution that the offer of Mr. Frick be re- 
jected. He offered the following resolution 
verbally: 

* That this convention go on record with a 
strong protest against keeping money that is 
tainted. The memory of the Homestead 
martyrs is not forgotten, and their cries still 
ring in our ears. Send the money back to 
Mr. Frick. Wedo not want it.” . 

After the morning session Delegate Johan- 
nessen was taken in charge by the local en- 
tertainment committee. He was told that 
Mr. Frick is one of the largest heiders of real 
estate in Pittsburg, and one of the city’s most 
important house builders; that he had agreed 
always to employ union men in the construc- 
tion of his properties, and that he had been 
employing thousands of union men in the 
Pittsburg district in the last few years. 

As a result Delegate Johannessen an- 
nounced just before afternoon adjournment 
that the local. committee as. yet had not re- 
ceived Mr, Frick’s donation, .and that he 
would permit the matter to rest with them 
to take such action as they might see fit upon 


its receipt.

Voice from Across the Sea. 

Delegate Mosser of London delivered an in- 
teresting address concerning labor conditions 
across the sea. He presented statistics show- 
ing that unionism was gaining many converts 
each year in the united kingdom. He said 
there were 1,166 trade unions, witb a total 
membership of 1,902,218, and that these fig- 
ures were steadily increasing. The British 
labor and trades council was the third wealth-~ 
jest in the world, and last year total of 
$22,753,000 was handled by trade unionists, 


No Indorsement of Socialism. 

Victor L. Berger, delegate of the Interna- 
tional Typographical union, in speaking to- 
night of the resolutions he has placed before 
the committee, said: 

‘I did not introduce any resolution to én- 
dorse the socialist party, and no resolution of 
that kind will be introduced. Tie socialists 
of America have gotten through with such 
childish business long ago. Wedo not intend 
to ‘capture’ the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor for the socialist party. 
All the resotutions which 1 have introduced 
are purely trades union resolutions.”’ 

Among the eleven resolutions introduced 
by Mr. Berger are these: “ That the congress 
of the United States pass a bill which will 
secure to every wage worker in the United 
States who has earned no more than $1,000 
average wages per year a pension of not less 
than $12 per month at the ageof 0. 

“'That in view of the present notorious 
system of insurance, in which the workmen 
find little or no protection, a system of state 
insurance similar to that in operation in Ger- 
many be established, in which the govern- 
ment, the employer, and the workman each 
pay one-third of the premium.” 

Attack on Organizer Scullen. 

Today was the last day for presenting reso- 
lutions without the consent of the conven- 
tion. The only incident of the day’s pro- 
ceedings tending to relieve them of theif 
routine character was the tilt early in the 
day between Organizer P. H. Scullen and 
Frank Duffy, during which Scullen was 
severely criticised and accused by Duffy of 
irregularities. _The matter is to come up for 


adjustment.

INSTEAD OF FENCES. 

The south park commissioners have wisely 
decided to heed the popular protest and at 
least defer the erection of fences about the 
south parks.

If the courts sustain the com- 
mission the road itself decides how much 
it shall reduce the rate and ‘any reduction, 
however infinitesimal, is a compliance with 
the law. ‘The new rate-may be almost as 
unfair as the ald one, and meantime, 
throughout the litigation, the shipper has 
had to pay the old, extortionate rate. If

The. present duke was for a long time an 
invalid and partially paralyzed owing to an 
injury to the spine, sustained during his serv- 
ice as an officer of the royal navy, while per- 
forming his favorite feat of diving under the 
keel of the man of war on which he held 
a commission. Of course it was assumed 
that, being an invalid, he would never marry 
and on the strength of this his cousins, next 
in- lime of succession, were able to make 
brilliant matrimomial alliances, the heiresses 
whose hands amd fortunes they secured 
looking upon the ducal coronet of Hamil- 
ton as* virtuaHy assured to th To the 
amazement of everybody, howeve?, the duke 
suddenly recovered a few years ago, married, 
has a son, and is likely to have.others, so 
that the direct succession to the title is as- 
sured. 

Hamilton palace is about as large as Blen- 
heim, and though despoiled of most of its 
treasures in 1882, 1s far from being the dis- 
mantied, empty place which it has been 
described by fanciful writers. True, many 
masterpieces have gone from the great 
picture gallery, 124 feet long, and the famous . 
Beckford collection of books which was dis- 
persed has left the library devoted thereto | 
in a. bare .cofdition. . But still, as I have. 
said above, there are plenty of fine paintings, ” 
fine books, and fine statuary left. Among the 
features of the palace are three massive and 
historic staircases, the odk staircase, «the 
duchesses’ staircase, of a most peculiar green 
stone, and the black marble staircase. The 
duke makes his home there and recently 
came prominently before the public in con- 
nection with his refusal, “on conscientious 
grounds,’’ to permit his infant son being vac- 
cinated.

Lady Mary Hamilton and her mother, the 
widowed duchess, who has since temarried 
a well known master of the hounds, Car- 
bery Foster; hold little or no intercourse with 
the new duke Lady Mary’s property is 
estimated as being worth $1,200,000 a year 
or more, of which she has now become abso- 
lute mistress. In law she ranks as a com- 
moner, having inherited none of her father’s 
numerous titles. But it is probable, in 
view of the political influence resulting from 
the possession of such extensive estates in 
Scotland and England, that any man whom 
she marries will be created a peer. It may 
be remembered that the first duke of North- 
umberland of the present Smithson creation 
owed his elevation to the peerage to the fact 
that he had married the beiress of the -im- 
mensely valuable Percy estates. The island 
of Arran is a beautiful and most pictyresque 
estate, situated on the firth of Chyde, and 
considerably exceeds in. area Staten island. 
It has two residences, one of them a stately 
pile, known as Brodrick castle, while the 
Other is a mere shooting lodge, at the other 
end of the istand, comfortable, but not par- 
ticularly picturesque. 

Lady Mary starts out in life with but ome 
handicap, which may or may not materialize. 
She has in her veins the blood of “ Vathek ”’ 
Beckford, a man possessed of boundless 
wealth and of most extraordinary eccentric- 
ity. In fact, he was to aH intents and pur- 
poses a lunatic. He deft two daughters, one 
of whom married Gen. Orde of the English 
army and the other married the duke of 
Hamilton of the day. This duke and duchess 
of Hamilton had two children, a daughter 
and a son. "The gon was the eleventh duke 
of Hamilton and the grandfather therefore 
of Lady Mary Hamilton. The daughter mar- 
ried the duke of Newcastle, or rather, as he 
was then, Lord Lincoln, and is the grand- 
mother of the present duke of Newcastle 
and of Lord Francis Hope.

High Rates; Low Funds. 

Some further observation of the local 
money situation, as reflected in the bank 
statements, indicates that, with a few ex- 
ceptions, the banks are not profiting largely 
at this time by the advance fn interest rates. 
The figures show most of the larger institu- 
tions to have been well loaned up at the low 
rates prevailing prior to the urgent demand 
which developed within the last three weeks. 
Instead of an increase the statements of the 
national banks showed a decrease of $841,- 
517 in total loans on Nov. 9 as compared 
with Aug. & In effect the local item was 
stationary so far as the national] banks were 
concerned. ; 

The state banks, on the contrary, were 
prepared to profit more largely by the high 
rates, and campared with Aug. 25 they show 
an increase in loans of $24,300,468, or 12.4 per 
cent. In this enlarged business the Illinois 
Trust figures for $13,000,000, or nearly half 
the total expansion. The American Trust 
had an increase of $2,000,000, the First 
Trust $1,600,000, the Merchants’ Loar $800, - 
000, and the Northern Trust $3,500,000. 


“Stocks and Bonds’ Changes. 

Within the last eight years the local banks 
have become accustomed to make Liberal 
purchases of securities for the purpose of 
getting an interest return when the money 
market is unsatisfactory in the matter of 
rates. The changes in the holdings of these 
securities, generally designated as “* stocks 
and bonds,"’ and not including government 
bonds in the case of the mational banks, af- 
ford an interesting comparison of the differ- 
ence in policy of the several banks in 
handling such securities. Taking those 
banks at least $1,000,000 of “‘ stocks 
and bonds,” the following changes are shown 
to have taken place between Nov. 9 and 
Aug. 25:

‘the present slump im the stock market, are

Increased Capital Suggested. 

The rapid growth of the First Trust and 
Savings bank, as shown by the bank call, 
has been umequakd by any Chicago bank. 
At the rate at which deposits are growing 
there is suggested the propriety of increas- 
ing the shareholders’ liability to depositors. 
The figures would indicate that the First 
Trust could well afford to increase its capi- 
tal Mability by an additional $1,000,000 paid 
up stock. On Nov. 9 the First Trust had 
$23,336,923 deposi against which was a 
capital and surplus liability of $1,000,000 and 
$918,812, respectively, making a total of 
$1,918,812. This is bess than $1,000,000 of cap- 
ital and surplus for each $10,000,000 of de- 
posits and rules below the average. It is 
possible the bank has grown so fast that 
the matter of shareholders’ Hability to de- 
posits has mot been fully considered. 

Since Jan. 11 of the current year the profits 
have grown from $527,886 to $918,812, or an 
increase of $390,926. This, between Jan. 11 
and Nov. 11, is equal to 39 per cent on the 
capital stock. The bank was opened on Dec. 
28, 1903. Within less than two years. there- 
fore, its earnings have been $918,812, or 91.88 
per cent. With such a showing the bank 
can easily afford to double its present capi- 
tal and let the stockhok@ers pay forit. The 
First National, which owns the First Trust, 
has a capital and surplus of $14,036,235, 
against deposits of $95,552,498. The surplus 
and undivided profit account is equivalent 
to approximrately $1,000,000 of liability for 
every $700,000 deposits. Agaim the First 
Trust shows cash and exchange of 16.4 per 
cent to deposits. This is below the average 
of state banks. The First Trust’s deposits, 
it may be noted, ,967 581 between 
Jam 11 and Nov. 9, the increase being 334 
per cemt. 

In comparison of deposits of the different 
state banks published yesterday an error was 
made in the case of the Metropolitan Trust 
and Savings bank in that it was shown to 
have $4,106,055 deposits, when the amount 
should have been $4,703,255. Since Aug. 25 
the bank has gained in deposits $489,655.
